Patriotism is of course not partisan and national | 
defenseris not a poltical matter. “Phe majority of re- | 
publicans, men and women alike, favor reasonable i 
preparedness and so do the majority of democrats. 
‘The resalution of the New York women is theretore 
not significant from a political standpoins, but gocs to 
show that the American woman is not being deceived 
by the claims of the pacifists. The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, an adequate naval force ts essential to 
the peace prosperity and advancement of the people 
of the United States and consequently to the well-{ 
being: of all other naions, now therefore, be it re- 
solved that this mecting endorse the naval construction | 
bill now pending in the United States senate and | 


urge Its passage. | 

The resolution was passed following an address | 
by Rear Admiral Julian L. Latimer, who said in! 
part: | 
“T believe chat a large majority of the citizens of | 
the United States are in favor of adequate national | 
defense, of an effective navy capable of protecting! 
their interests wherever they_may lie, but this great | 
majority is inarsiculate. It is not aggressive and has 
no paid propagandists and there is danger that a small 
and aggressive minority will impose its will upon the! 
large majority of our people, as has happened before 
in-our history, and rob them of the forces necessary to] 
their protection.” | 

Admiral Latimer commended: the ratification of 
the Kellogg pact, but called to task, those who founc| 
reason in it for abandoning further naval construction| 
in this country. Other nations which approved the 
pact, he said, had not abandoned naval construction. 
Since formally accepting the pact, he said, Great| 
Britain had voted for the building of two 8300-toa| 
cruisers, nine destroyers and six” submarines; France| 
had provided for an additional cruiser, six destroyer | 
leaders and six large submarines and Italy had a) 
propriated for two 10,000 ton cruisers, four Aen 
ers and six submarines. 

“Admiral Latimer in the above paragraph pointed 
out the real danger to American defense. The sen 
timent for adequate defense is unorganized and has 
no central agency of propaganda. But.the opposition, 
though hopclessly in the minority, is well organized 
and has a well greased, perfectly ‘running propaganda 
machine. Active minoritics have before this put gver! 
selfish’ legislation on the indifferent majority. 

Your real ‘internationa! pacifist is quick to criti- 
cize America, i defenses and its institutions, but! 
slow to find any faults with Europe. Slow, perhaps 1s 
too mild aterm, because to the internationalist, Eu- 
ropéis always right and America wrong.
